diligently recorded. Another Inftance of the Men's 
Injuitice in ftifling the worth of the Women, isa 
French Maid of Haeomparable Chaltity, whofe Name 
js likewife injurioufly kept from us. This Beautiful 
Virgin had“Tapocently and again{t her Will, kindled 
Love in Duke Amsohn, who having in vain aflaulted 
her Honour all manner of ways, and ineftectually 
tried to win her with the moft Magnificent Prefents, 
and more Magnificent Offers, at lait had recourte to 
Violence, and Jet loofe his Servants upon her: She 
made a Noble Refiftance, till by the Barbarous Vil- 
Jains wearied with her Conftancy, fhe was all bloody 
and balf Dead caft upon the Bed of Amolon, When 
the Servants It(t the Room, the Tyrant was no longer 
in a Condition to do her harm, Wine and Sleep had 
bound him faft enough.

She 
was immoveable to all the Threats of an enrag’d Ene- 
my, and told them fhe would joyfully fhed the Ia(t 
Drop of her Bloed, it it would Po Moment of Lu. 
ftre tothe Reputation, or half a Days {pace to the Life 
of her Duke. This Generous Lady made her Husband 
hold out till his Friends from Xainses and Coiznae were 
come to relieve him. The other Example is Francis 
Cexely, Lady of Barry: Her Husband, the Governor of 
Aegaeaity VelDe taken by Surprize, finds means to ac- 
quaint his Lady with hts Misfortune, witha! conjurin 
her to defend the Place to thé utmoft. She ftri¢tly on 
bey’d him, and to thofe that demanded the Fortrefs 
for his Ranfom, anfwer’d, that the under(tood better 
the worth of her Husband than any one; that the 
lov’d bim molt paffionately, but that nothing thould 
ever be found Remifs or Weak in her Tendertref and 
that fhe ow’d her fist and bishelt Afeéions to the

King and Filelity. Upon her refufing to yield, they 
threatned to kill ber Husband, bur her Contlancy was 
Hill the Their Threats are put in Execution, 
ind the Dead Body 1s feut her; yet this undaurited 
Woman refeluiely maintaind the Fortreis, and at att 
bata all the Attempts ct the Enemy. The Com- 
grand of the Place comtinued to the Generous Widow, 
and Z/enry the Great, when fome Courtiers affecting 
the Government of Leacare, r¢prefented to him, that 
a Place of that Importance was not iafe in the Hands 
ofa Woman, aniwerd, that he repofed more Truft in 
that Woman, than in the ableft Man of his Kingdom, 
and that he knew no body that could give a more Gal- 
Jant earnclt and more precious Pledge of her Fidelity 
than fhe had done. 

Theté were French Women, but in the Murther of 
Fames 1. of Scotland, the Noble Efforts of Foan of Bean- 


fort, his Queen, and Catherine Douglas onc of her At- 
tendants, to fave his Life, may convince the World, 
that for Women of Exemplary Loyalty, we needed 
not to have gone out of our Hland ; aad as the Table 
began with au Engli/h Herotu, to thew that we have 
had plenty of them, 1 fhall end it with a Couple: The 
firlt is Elpheda, Sifter to Ring Edward, who in her 
Youth abandoning all Softiuels and Effeminacy, betook 
herfelf wholly to the Practice of Arms, by which fhe 
grew fo famoufly Glorious, affilting her Brother 1n all 
his great Conflicts with the Danes: She Fought Hand 
to Hand with Clito the Rebel, and had (tho parted by 
the Multitude) the better of him in fingle Combat, 
The other is Adargaret Queen of England, Wife to 
Henry the VI. a Lady of great Magnamimity, that was 
Wile in Council and Valiant in the Field, and has 
given unqucttionable Proofs of her Courage and Con- 
chuct both in Land and Sea Encounters. 
I (hall content my {elf with only giving thete few 
Inftances of Female worth, in which Virtue and Good- 
nets have been as Confpicucus as Fortitude and Mag- 
nanimity ; not that there ayYe not abundance more to 
be found in Hiftory of equal Deferts with the former, 
but becaufe I would not be tedious by dwelling too 
long upon the fame Subject. I fhould have {poke of 
Jadeondis and Closilda of France ; Blanche of Bourbon, 
Queen of Cafile; Sanchix Of Nuvar ; Gondeberga and 
Theodclinds, both Queens of Lumbardy ; Blanche of Ca- 
pile, Queen Regent of France; and not forgot Jfabella 
‘dnfanta of Spain, Arch-dutchefs of the Low Countries ; 
nor among the AnticutsPéacida, the Wife of Henorins, 
who by her Perfwafions, diverted Aatolphus, King of 
the Go'bs, from his defign of deltroying Rome. I ought 
to have mention’d Pompcia, Panlina, the Wife of Fulie 
anus the Emperor, and the great Services fhe did to her 
Country, and faid how Dominica, the Wife to Valence 
the Emperor, with the hazard of her Life pacify’d the 
Barbarous Goths, and hinder’d them from facking and 
utterly fubverting Conjtan.inople, the Metropolis of the 
Grecian Faunpire. Thefe and many more than I can 
now think of, were all Women of the firlt Rank, that 
have not {tained the Glory of their great Actions by 
Crimes, as the generality of famous Men have 
ainong whom it 13 ownd that there are, 
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Magne Virwates fed Mazora Vitia, 


{ have faid nothing likewife of thofe that bave ex. 
cell’d in Learning, or other Qualities of an Inferiour 
Rank. Helena, the Mother of Conftantine ; Adomea, the 
Mother of St Aufin; Theena the Wife, and Dama the 
Dauchter of Pythagoras; Priferlla that initructed 4. 

illo. w rards: we dea Bithop; Sr. Cathe- 
pollo, w ho afterwards was madea ; 
rine, Androgenia, Valeria, Sempronia and others, were 
fimous Women that few Men can be compar’d with. 
Of thofe I may fpeak another time; but at our firft 
Table I wou’d grant accefs to none but fuch whofe 
Couls have been truly Heroick, and whofe Actions are 
upon Record in Hiftories of unqueftionable Truth 5 OF
